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ADVANTAGES OF LOUISVILLE. 

In presenting to the readers of the Covunier- 
JouURNAL a review of the tobacco market for the 
year which has just closed, it is not deemed un- 
portant to rehearse in much detail the advan- 
tages presented by Louisville over all other mar- 
kets, inasmuch as this part of the subject was 
amply set forth a year ago. Its geographical po- 
sition, its intimate connection with the great 
tbacco-growing region of the West, and the fa- 
cilities for reaching the market—all were given 
in artena a year ago. To repeat would be use- 
leas, for the worid at large has come to acknow!l- 
edge the supremacy of this point over all others. 
It is not a matter needing demonstration. Its 
truth ase proposition has passed into an axiom 
which none pretend to dispute. Still 

A BIRD’S-EYE VIEW 
of the geographical position, and a general um- 
ming up of all the other advantages, may not be 
armiss. 

Kentucky ig the largest tobaceo- growing State 
in the West, the staple being produced, more or 
lesa largely, in some seventy counties. These, 
with twenty-five counties in southern Indiana, 
fifteen or eighteen in southern Illinois, and about 
twenty in Middie Tennessee, with a small portion 
of Missouri, constitute the great tobacco region 
of the West. The location of Louisville in ref- 
erence to these districts is such that she may 
be truthfully said to be central—much more so 
than any other prominent point. Cincinnati is 
on the extreme eastern limit, and St. Louis on 
the far west. Her connection with these dis- 
tricts by land and water is exceedingly advan- 
tageous., 

The navigable water-coursee—which are the 
naturel avenues for this trade—are the Ohio 
river with its branches, the Kentucky, the Green 
and Barren, the Cumberland and the Tennessee, 
all in Kentucky, and all flowing through the 
southern tobacco fleld; the northern field—Indi- 
ana and lilinois—ia not so favored, the only nav- 
igable stream being the Wabash. The railroads 
penetrating the southern field are the 
Louisville and Nashville, main stem—its 
branch to Clarksville and Memphis, ite 
branch to Bardstown, branch towards Knox- 
ville, branch to Richmond, and the Eliza 
bethtown and Paducah road, also a brangh; the 
Louisville and Lexington, and its branch to Cov- 
ington and Newport. Inthe northern field are 
two roads connecting directly with the city, and 
running through or touching the fleld—the Lou- 
isville, N. A. and Chicago, and the Ohio and Mis- 
siasippi, western division. This gives a total of six 
navigable streams and ten lines of railroad. The 
shipping points along these avenues of trade, 
more or less interested in tobacco, numbeg about 
one thousand, all having direct connection with

When near Newberry, the ne 
suddenly seized the Captain's istol, shot him 
dead and then decamped. he wretch has 
never been punished. Ihe third case is that 
of J. T. Curton, who was shot dead by ne- 
groes. At the same time his little son received 
4 bullet in the spine, which has disabled him 
for life. The murderers are still at

And Fisk called Charles Robinson, of 
Fishkill, and HB. W. Blanchard, who offered 
themselves as Fisk’s bondsmen. Each of the

They could murder white men with impunity, 
but nota hair of their precious h must 
be touched. This is justice in South Caro- 
lina. Bear in mind that politics or sudden 
anger had nothing to do with all these mur- 
ders—they were perpetrated for money.

A MOCKERY OF JUSTICE. 

Passing from these tragedies to minor 
crimes, let us see how these black doves have 
behaved. Not long ago a gang of them as- 
scmbied.near this town for the avowed pur- 
pose of burning the residence of James Cap- 
pell, some miles distant. The sheriffl was no- 
tified and he started for the scene. On the 
way he met Colonel T. J. Lipscomb, and re- 

quested that gentleman to accompany him. 

ipscomb did so, took an active part in com- 
— the negroes to disperse, and, as a re- 

ard for hisetlortsin behalf of law and order, 
" few nights later his residence was burned to 
the ground by negroes, his wife and himself 
barely escaping with their lives.

CONVICTION A FARCE. 

But the reader may say, Surely some crim- 
inals were convicted?” Here comes in the 
joke—if that can be called a joke which isa 
vile prostitution of justice—which makes the 
administration of law an utter mockery. 

Where 
the evidence was so broad that it was impos- 
sible to acquit a verdict of guilty would be

THE ONLY KUKLUX RAID. 


I, was while the excitement over the mur 
der of Mr. Dunwoody was at its height that 
the first and only Kuklux raid in Newberry 
took place. The raid was foolish, criminal— 
wholly wrong. It had a twofold object. One 
object was to kill or get rid of one of the 
negro county commissioners, who had robbed 
the people of a l sum of money. This 
man was an appo of Governor Scott's. 

I do not libel him when I say that he stole the 
public funds committed to his charge, be- 
cause he is now in jail for that offense. The 
poor of the county were starving; representa- 
tions were made to the Governer without 
avail; warnings were sent to the official 
rogue. Finally, one — 5 4 —— body of 
mounted men, all d, dashed into the 
town and attacked e house of the Com- 
missioner, wickedly and criminally firing into 
it. Not unnaturally he defended himself, 
and shot one of the raiders. As the story 
oes, the wounded raider was subsequent! 
Killed by his companions to prevent his tell- 
ing upon them; but even that is not certain. 
The Kuklux next went to the jail, got pos- 
session of the keys, and would, most assured- 
ly, have executed the murderers of Mr. Dun- 
woody had they not become alarmed and 
hastily left when it was stated that the United 
States Marsha] was on their track. Had they 
been disposed to resist 3 execution of the 
laws would they have fi the mere raged 
of the approach of the law officer? I have n 
yet heard a single eitizen 9 this raid. 
AU of them condemn it. The United States 
Marshal found the dead Kuklux on the road, 
but what became of the others isa mystery. 
Some say they were citizens of the county;

AN ARREST FOR KUKLUXIsM.

| the sense, of our remark, may have been 
over-strong for current apprehension. In 
the North public opinion has not been 
sharpened by the revolutionary appliances 
which have prepared the Bouth for any- 
thing and evefything, and, when the tug 
comes, General Grant will dertve an im- 
mense advantage from the obtuseness of 
the Republican party. Thus far he has 
handled that party with comparative ease, 


next year, and nothing short of a grey 
popular reaction, wisely shaped and skill- 
fully handled, can prevent his re-election. 
Securely seated for four years more, he can 
proceed with his scheme so that he may be 
able in 1876 to dictate to the whole people 
the same abject submission which he now 
requires of his own American lib- 
erty was proclaimed in 1776. It is not un- 
likely that the hundredth anniversary of 
the famous Declaration of the Fourth of 
July may not be the occasion of its prac- 
tical abrogation. There is nothing in the 
Constitution forbidding a third term. 
There is nothing in human nature—we 
mean the peculiar sort of human nature 
which is believed to abound in General 
Grant—which is likely to induce a volun- 
tary surrender of power. Give him a third 
term in which to perfect his plans, and he 
will ask no further odds of parties.

His 
mind is engrossed with present gain. He 
is a greedy, parsimonious man, a very 
matter-of-fact and unimaginative man, who 
wisely provides for to-day, taking little 
heed of to-morrow until the exigencies of 
to-morrow arrive, when they will find 
him at least full-handed. We dare say 
that the details of his scheme, beyond the 
work to be done next year, have never un- 
folded themselves to him. But the record 
of his life, and the policy of his Adminis- 
tration, give us no reason to believe that 
he is possessed of one spark of self-sacri- 
ficing patriotism, whilst everything that 
we know of him points to a strong, and by 
no means secret, thirst for power and 
plunder.

The Kentucky River Cases. 

The recent revised opinion of the Hon. 
Judges of the Appellate Court on the Ken- 
tucky River Improvement case is most 
gratifying to the liberal sentiment of tlie 
public, and especially to the lovers of the 
science of jurisprudence. The confusion 
and uneasiness which followed the first 
decision have given way to a gratifying con- 
fidence that the older precedents of the 
court will be not ouly sustained, but more 
firmly established and clearly defined in 
principle than ever before, in questions 
affecting both navigation and railway enter- 
prises. The questions at issue have elicited 
profound discussion and elucidation in 
several States of late. Lengthy and learned 
opinions have been rendered and published 
in the Supreme Courts of California and 
Kansas within a year, which are very satis- 
factory in determining the jurisdiction of 
courts. In both these opinions, the learned 
judges confined themselves almost entirely 
to the discussion of the question 
of the power of the courts over the 
acts of legislation. The argument 
was conclusively drawn that the courts 
could have no power, to decide upon the 
validity of a legislative act except as to its 
constitutionality. Of the three depart- 
ments of government, the executive, judi- 
cial, and legislative, the Constitution pre- 
scribes and limits the powers of all these, 
but the latter is the organ of expression of 
the popular sentiment and will of the 
people, with whom all power not delegated 
in the constitutions of the State or United 
States remains vested. This popular rep- 
resentative department makes the laws 
which are presumed to embody and express 
the will of the people. If wrong, it is 
presumed the people will elect a represent- 
ative assembly next who will correct the 
wrong. The courts can only determine— 
ist. If the laws are not in conflict with the 
Constitution; and 2d. If they are properly 
observed and applied. The courts have no 
prerogative of legislation that they can 
create or annul law; only to construe.

Asin that great religious 
revolution, a province of Germany is again 
the scene of a great religious struggle 
and, strange to say, the very State that in 
the former religious wars and conflicts of 
the Reformation always took the leading

What Saxony 
was to Lur mn Bavaria is to DozLLIncER 
and his coreligionists; the land whose 
Prince was the most indefatigable en- 
emy of the Protestants in the thirty years’ 
war, whose troops, under the notorious 
Gen. Ini, set themselves an ever- 
lasting monument of shame in the cruel- 
ties they committed at Magdeburg 
and elsewhere in the course of that dread- 
ful fratricidal war, is now enthusiastic for 
a more enlightened view of divine mat- 
ters than simple obedience to the mandates 
of one high priest.

by no means as one solely concerning those | 
wire of the greatest tenacity.

who have made theology their study for 
life. The whole people take an in- 
tense interest in the matter, and an enthu- 
siasm is manifested akin to that which ani- 
mated the seceding nations at the time of 
the Reformation. Meetings are held, at- 
tended by many thousands of eager citi- 
zens, who listen spell-bound to long dis- 
sertations on doctrinal points which would 
not have a spark of interest for any of 
them under ordinary circumstances, and 
dntelligent observers tell us that the lower 
classes of that country exhibit an under- 
standing of the subject at issue that would 
astonish many a better educated man. 
There is no doubt but that the movement 
has penetrated into the very masses of the 
people, and that the lower classes have 
been inoculated with opinions which will, 
in a great measure, counteract the influ- 
ence of the priests. But herein lies a 
great danger for the Catholic church; a 
danger which she sees only too well, and 
tries to counteract by all means in her 
power. As long asthe movement was 
confined to the more educated classes, 
it was comparatively harmless, as they are 
pretty generally given to infidelity in Eu- 
rope, but when the great mass of the pop- 
ulation is infected it becomes formidable. 
And such appears to be the case. Popular 
priests, who have joined Dox un and 
his party, are traversing the country and 
large crowds flock to their meetings and 
listen to their sermons. Matters Rave 
gone too far, retraction has become impos- 
sible, and it is undeniable that a genuine 
schism has been produced in Germany; a 
schism that threatens to alienate a great 
part of the Catholic provinces of that 
country forever from the Church of Rome.

ceedings. That convention is similar to 
those of Schmalkalden and Augsburg about 
three centuries ago, and will doubtless oc- 
cupy a prominent place in history, as we 
must count it the real starting 
point of the movement consoli- 
dated into a separate church. 
Before that date the anti-intallibists con- 
fined themselves to a mere protest against 
the new doctrine adopted at the Ecumeni- | 
cal Council of Rome, claiming to hold fast 
to the teachings of the old Catholic faith, 
such as they were previous to the council. 
Hence their pretensions to the name Old 
Catholics. But at the preliminary con- 
vention of Heidelberg, and the great con- 
gress of Munich, this programme was not 
carried out. A number of reforms were 
adopted which change the character of 
the church altogether, and bring her closer 
to the ideal of religious liberty and toler- 
ance than most of our Protestant churches. 
It is a more thorough reform of old abuses 
and church regulations than that attempt- 
ed by LuTHER and his contemporaries, 
and can never be accepted by the Catholic 
clergy. Its principal feature is lay gov- 
ernment and the appointment of the high- 
er prelates by ballot of the lower clergy, an 
arrangement which is exactly the reverse 
of that now prevalent in the Catholic 
church. No compromise is henceforth 
possible between the two parties, and they 
must wage a war of exterminatidn against 
each other. 

But, while the Old Catholics” are grad- 
ually gaining the good will of the people 
of Germany, their cause stands still better | 
with the different governments. They re- | 
ceive protection on all sides, and are often | 
favored far beyond the other side. Claim- 
ing to be the original Catholic church they | 
have applied to their respective govern- 
ments to have part of the Catholic church 
buildings surrendered_to their ministers. 
In some instances these demands have 
been complied with, and in others an- 
swers have been given which show plainly 
that the sympathy of their governments 
is on their side, but that they deemed it 
as yet too early to adopt any decisive 
measures. But everywhere has the new 
party been recognized as a legitimate 
church, and its ministers had all the 
rights of other Catholic clergy accorded to 
them. 

The most important concession, how- 
ever, was made to DOELLINGER and his 
party by the. Bavarian Goverment on the 
14th of last month. In answer to an in- 
terpellation from forty-seven liberal mem- 
bers of the Bavarian Legislature, the Min- 
ister of Religion and Public Instruction 
declared before that house that the Gov- 
ernment always retained the right to 
change the laws in regard to the church. 
He claimed that the church had changed 
her principles, and that the dogma of papal 
infallibility is a great danger for the State 
as well as the individual. In consequence, 
he added, the State would protect every 
one of its citizens against the church, 
end that it would always recognize them 
as Catholics. 

This is an open declaration of hostility 
against Roman Catholicism and an import- 
ant victory for the Old Catholics.” Sim- 
ilar declarations may be expected from the 
other governments of Germany, and a 
struggle will commence between the State 
and the church which, if less bloody than 
the wars of the Reformation, may lead to 
as important results.

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Iron Mannfacture---Boiler Plate 
Iron -Award of the Expo- 
sition Gold Medal. 


From the Cincinnati Gazette. } 
The most useful of ail metals is iron, and 
it is the most bountifully provided in variety 


plied to the 
consumed in larger 

combined. The most massive metallic 
cate instruments, as the halr springs of 


higher value, weight for weight, than that of 
gold itself. No other material is so enhanced 


it ls stated, is worth $10 50 when made into 
horse shoes, $55 in the form of necdles, 
$3,285 in penknife blades, $20,480 in shirt 
buttons. and $250,000 in balance springs of 
watches.

A Bummer Thrown Overboard. 


STEALING THE RELIEF FUNDS. 
Curcaeo, Nov. 4.—Astounding revelations 
are made this morning of the operations of 
Alderman C. C. P. Holden in the use of relief 


funds. As Holden is President of the City 


Council and candidate for Mayor on the bum- 
mer ticket, additional piquancy is given to the 
matter.

- committees from Cincinnati, 
Louisville, is, St. Louis and 
other cities then here, Mayor Mason dissolved 
it, and directed that every thing should be 
turned over to the old Relief Society, an insti- 
tution under the control of eiti- 
zens of integrity, and regularly 
incorporated. This was satisfactory to the 
committees of other cities, but was not to 
some of the Aldermen, and they refused to 
regegnize the new arrangement.

It is now alleged that this money is 
now being used by Holden to secure his elec- 
tion as Mayor, and very damaging evidence is 
produced in substantiation of this charge. 
Among other things, Holden has caused to be 
sent to the regular committee a livery-stable 
bill amounting to two hundred and forty dol- 
lars. Payment has been refused and the com-

Details of the Les Angeles Riot—A 
Maddened Mob Hanging and 
Shooting Cheap Chinamen. 


Shocking Outrages. 


Los ANGELES, October 25. 
Los ANGELES, Oct. 25.—The most terrible 
night Los Angeles has ever known just 
been passed. Twelve hours ago fifteen stark, 
staring corpses hung ghastly in the moon- 
light, while.seven or eight others mutilated, 
torn and crushed, lay in our streets—all China- 
men. was the result—first, of their 
own bitter feuds between themselves; next, of 
the infuriated jons of a few of their num- 
bers; and lastly, of the demoniacal excite- 
ment of the lower classes of our community. 
Horrible beyond description has been the his- 
tory of the last few hours. Chinamen, help- 
less, torn and mangied, more dead than alive, 
were dragged by an infuriated, senseless, 
reckless crowd rr our peaceable streets. 
in the very face of the better portion of the 


community, to determine what little was left 
of their agonized existence at the end of a 
rope midst the exultant shouis and jeers of 
the mob. 

For all this we have no apology, save that 
the fearful work commen at an hour when 
business men, —— men, and all the 
better classes of our community had retired to 
their homes, and aroused therefrom to con- 
front the horrible work, much time necessari- 
ly elapsed ere sufficient concert of action 
could be brought about to stay the fearful 
slaughter
